‘DAMAGED: SAVED 
IN HARD FIGHT 


The $2,000,000 oil tanker, William 
Herrin, of the Associated O11} 
Company's fleet, wag badly damaged | 
by fire in the hold of the ship yes-! 
terday morning and for a time it, 
was feared the entire ship would’ 
be lost. The flames were brought, 
under control only after a hard fight. 
The blaze started shortly after, 
three o'clock in the morning in the| 
pump room of the vessel while the | 
ship was docked at the Associated | 
pier at Avon. i 
Five men were burned fighting 
the flames and were treated at the 
Martinez hospital by Dr. E. B. Fitz- 
patrick. Those injured were: 
A. Salo, 28, ship quartermaster, 
burns about face and body. 
Joe Ocompo, 32, sailor, minor 
burna—...' ° ; 
Frank Wiedrow: 
minor burns. 
I. Olson, 88, first mate, minor 
burns.

For one hour after the fire started 
in the pump room of the ship, the 
crew battled the fire in an effort 
to extinguish the flames but were 
unable to check the blaze and at four 
o'clock the ship was ordered moved 
from tle dock into mid-stream.

sued yesterday says: 

“Since this commission came into 
office a Mttle over seven months ago, 
‘we have attempted to familiarize 
ourselves with the details of the 
stupendous work. 

“We are taking every advantage 
that is possible of the mistakes of 
the past and hope and know fish} 
we are going to supply the pens 
of the highway with something that! 
surpasses the thin and inadequate 
pavements that have been built. 


“The old commission endeavored | 


to standardize a design. 
believe in that. 
the same design or type of highway 
where the traffic is light as where 
it is heavy or where the subsoil may 
be spongy and where it may be 
thoroughly compacted rock. 

“We are insistent that our en- 
gineers make the design meet con- 
ditions and that-is what they are 
doing. From this sort of policy it 
is readily ascertainable that !n some 
places we will build considerably 
wider and heavier pavements while 
in the outlying regions of the state 
where the need for highway is 
great, we will first build a graded 
roadway and surface it with loca\ 
materials. This will open much of 
our undeveloped part of the state 
and. we believe, will encourage ag- 
ricultural pursuits in those regions 
more than anything else. 

“Aside from tha inadequacy of 
the design of some of our highways 
of the past, notably the narrow, four 
inch pavements,, much of the fail- 
ures can be attributed to subgrade 
conditions. 

“Too much haste has been used 
with the result that the pavements 
have ‘broken down ag the grades 
settled. ‘Then again, there has not 
been the study, mad& of how to treat 
these soils sg as to make a poor 
soil inte a good and substantial 
subgrade. 

“Our engineers are giving this 
matter the greatest thought and 
are now making detailed investiga- 
tions. 

“While we are ane going to havé 
a standard, the concrete pavements 
which we build will be at least 
six inches thick and undoubtedly 
thickened at the edges as the Pitts- 
burg tests indicated should be the 
case. - 

“Our engineers have investigated 
these tests; in fact, actualy co-oper- 
ated in them and we are utilizing 
every bit of knowledge that was 
Obtained there. Probably more than 
anything else, these tests showed 
the need for more investigations. 

“There is another angle to this 
highway situation aside from the 
details of construction and that is 
the important one of finance. 

“We came into office finding al- 
most a depleted treasury so far‘ as 
construction funds were concerned. 
True, we had some money but the 
nature of the activities of the old 
commission and the mandates of our 
constitution has tied bur hands so 
that we cannot spend it in all 
eases where we would like. 

“The financing of maintenance and 
reconstruction is well taken care 
of by the new motor vehicle act, 
passed by the last legislature, in 
which {# ‘included’ the two cent gaso- 
line ‘ tax. 

“Our engineers have estimated 
that it will ‘require about $200,000,000 
te complete fhe present state sys- 
tem. This. money must be forth- 
ceming if we are to do the work. 
My-sownopinion is that the citizenry 
of the state want the job done and 
at as early date as possible com- 
patible with good engineering and 
sound business. 

“A means must be found for_rals- 
ing this money. In the past we have 
had. long termed bonds and short 
lived roads, making it very apparent 
that. a new -mefhod or a combina- 
tion of ‘methods ‘must be devised. 

“In conelusion Jet me péint out 
that. the. highway commission is but 
the Servant of the people, An 
agency. if you will of transferring 
the funds given it by the public

With the ee hineets let for the con- 
struction of forty miles of the most 


‘difficult section of the Wendover 
» cut-off and with Utah pledged to 


complete all of the Victory highway 
in that state before the next touring 


season, residents’ of northern and 
central California are now beginning 
to contemplate the benefits which 
will accrue to this section of the 
atate as a resutl of the influx of 
motor tourist travel that is des- 
tined to come here in 1924. This 1s 
the statement made yesterday by of- 
ficials of the California State Auto- 
mobile association who summarized 
the probable benefits of the com- 
pleted Victory highway to this sec- 


tion of the state. } 
Northern and central California has 


Jong been the natural objective of 
the motor tourist. The section of 
California north of the Tehachap 
contains not only the major portion 
of the scenic and historical places 
of interest in the state, but also 


‘offers unlimited opportunity in the 


way of agricultural development for 
the home seeker and settler. 


It is a matter of record that in 
the past motor tourists requesting 
Toad information at Salt Lake City 


have, by a large majority, expressed 
a desire to come directly to this 
settion of the state. Yet impassable 
road conditions west of Salt Lake 
City have forced approximately 83 
per cent, it is estimated, to take 
other routes into California. 

Next year, with the Wendover 
cut-off completed in. Utah and the 
Victory highway itjproved throuch 
Nevada, there will be a change. The 
Eastern motorist can then come df- 
rectly to the boulevards and pave- 
ments of this section of California 
over an improved route that will y 
Surpass any transcontinental BSN | 
leading into the state. 

In summarizing the benefits that 
will come to northern and central 
California from this tourist crop, 
automobile association officials ae 
eclared that it means millions 
dollars. Various estimates of oe 
amount of money spent by motor 
tourists approximates $10 per person 
per day during their stay in the 
state.

Up to August 1 this year the state 
motor vehicle department had regis- 
tered 40,000 non-resident vehicles, 
which represents an influx of ap- 
proximately 120:000 motor tourists. 
The amount of money these people 
will spend will be tremendous and 
next year the major portion of this 
will be spent in northern and central 
California, the association officials 
state. The value of tourist Py 
to Colorado it is said, exceeds 
mineral production. 

Many of these people are seeking 
new homes in California and op- 
portunities for agricultural develop- 
ment. The influx of new settlers 
will bring additional development of 
northern and central California farm 
lands with a resulting imcrease in 
wealth and general prosperity. 

The tourist who is merely seeking 
the scenic and historical attractions 
of California will be a good patron 
for the summer resorts and. will 
spend miilions of dollars with the 
hotel and resort owners in the state. 
besides what he spends for general 
living expenses and automobile main- 
tenance ‘and operation. 

All of these factors’ will unite in 
bringing to northern and_ central 
California untold new wealth, | the 
total value of which it is impossible 
,to estimate at the present time.
